lent and as previously mentioned, the band is simply the best 
there is. 

One part of the show that should not be overlooked is the 
Bee Gees audience. And that means you! Not since the days 
of the Beatles has anyone received such an electrifying response 
from their fans. And don't think the Bee Gees aren't aware 
of it. As Barry told us, “I never dreamed that | would be onstage 
receiving such an overwhelming response from so many people.

The show was 
an overwhelming success. Playing to an overflow crowd of 
56,000 screaming fans, the Bee Gees put on a truly perfect 
show. And to top it off, younger brother Andy came onstage 
for a sensational encore performance of “You Should Be 
Dancing; that brought the house down. 

Among the many celebrities in attendance at Dodger 
Stadium and at the party following the show were Olivia 
Newton-John, Barbara Streisand, the Jacksons, Karen 
Carpenter and K.C. of K.C. and the Sunshine Band. Los Angeles 
was not the only town where the Bee Gees were visited by 
special guests. In Utah, the entire Osmond family came down 
to see the show and in Houston John Travolta joined the 
Bee Gees onstage to recreate his famous dancing sequence 
from “Saturday Night Fever” Finally, in New York guests in- 
cluded Al Pacino, Billy Joel, Neil Sedaka, Diana Ross and Paul 
Stanley and Gene Simmons of Kiss.

Traveling on the road can be a maddening experience, but 
the Bee Gees have found a solution to this problem. They've 
leased a luxurious 707 that has 55 seats, 4 video TV screens, 
a 12 channel stereo system with music selected by Barry, 
Maurice and Robin, 4 stewardesses who serve fantastic food 
and a 747 pilot who flies the plane. No wonder the Bee Gees 
are not afraid of flying anymore! Robin even spends most of 
his time upfront with the pilot. 
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Passengers on the first half of the tour have included parents 
Hugh and Barbara Gibb, Barry's family, and Maurice's family. 
Even Grandmother Laura Pass came from Australia for the 
first time in 20 years to see them perform. Robin's wife Molly 
and their two children will join the crew for the second half. 

As Robin points out, “On the road we are fairly restricted 
as to where we can go and having our family and friends with 
us makes it all a lot easier”

In the spare time they have while touring, Barry, Maurice 
and Robin try to relax just like everyone else.

During mid-August Barry, Maurice and Robin had a three 
week break between concerts. There wasn't much time for 
relaxing, however. The Bee Gees immediately went to the 
studio in Miami to finish the vocal tracks for their upcoming 
NBC TV Special which will now be aired in a stereo simulcast 
over the radio. Barry also helped out with some of the pro- 
duction work on Andy’s new album, which is currently being 
recorded. 

Some time was also spent working on the long-awaited Bee 
Gees Greatest Hits Lp, which should be released in mid- 
October. This is truly some album! It contains all of the Bee 
Gees greatest hits starting with “Jive Talkin.” There are some 
songs included that have never before been available to any 
Bee Gees fans. There is the original version of “(Our Love) Don't 
Throw It All Away,’ which later became a world- wide smash 
for Andy Gibb. The Bee Gees version was recorded at the 
Chateau in France during the same sessions which produced 
all of their classic “Saturday Night Fever” material. This long 
rumored about track contains what Robert Stigwood feels is 
one of their all-time best recorded performances.
